Concord companies are also under 
orders to report at Spencer im- 
mediately, according to informa- 
tion from local officials of the 
Southern railway. 


Train No 135 passing through here 


yesterday evening carried a group of 
25 men hired by the Southern as re- 
placements in the shops at Spencer, 
carrying out the railway company's 
announcement that it would fill the 
places of the men who have been out 
for nearly eight weeks. Several Dan= 
ville men at the railway station sa.w 
them, pass through. It was later learn- 
ed that some of the men declined to 
go to work at Spencer on seeing the 
conditions there. 
The report reaching here 
from 


North Carolina that national guards 
have been ordered to Spencer may 
mean a total paralysis of the railway 
•ervice in this section. 
Last week it 
was currently reported 
among the 
Tnen who are out that if soldiers were 
sent to the shops then the men affili- 
ated with the "Big Four" would im- 
mediately withdraw from service and 
this would leave no experienced mm 
to move the trains. It was felt a few 
daye ago that

terminate the strike without further 
delay.

quiet and the men who have left the 
local shops continue to show a pas- 
sive but firm position

ITTSBURG, Aug. 19.—How about 


a coa} shortage this winter? Here 


are the facts. 
- - 


Total production of bitumnious coal, 


from the first of the calendar year to 
Aug 6. is estimated at 207,606.000 net 
tons by the United Sttaes Gelogical 
Survey. 


This is only about 24.000.000 tons 


less than was mined in the corres- 
ponding period of last year. Working 
near capacity. American mines in the 
past have managed to mine 24.000,- 
000 tons of bituminous in less than 
two weeks. 
Stocks Low 


At the beginning of the coal strike, 


it was estimated that about(65.000,000 
tons of bituminous coal were above 
ground and in storage 
Coal men call 


this the "reserve stocks." 


The country is consuming about 8,- 


000,000 tops of bituminous a \veek 
Production by non-union mines dur- 


ing the strike has averaged about 4,- 
000.000 tons a week. 


This made a drain of about 4.000.- 


000 tons a week on the stored coal. 


Inasmuch as no acute coal famine 


has developed, it is now believed in 
the coal industry that fuel reserves 
were larger than estimated. The bot- 
tom of the bin is generally in sight 
now. 


The Shortage. 


"When the coal stnke started, many 


union mines were practically shut 
down because they could not compete 
with the cheaper labor of the open- 
shop mines. 


TJie gen'eral opinion among coal 


nen is that the strike has "created 
sufficient market." or shortage, to in- 
sure union mines a market for their 
coal as well as non-u_mon coal until 
the end of next March. 
They are 


!>asing this belief on the assumption 
:hat union mines can be producing at 
capacity by the middle of .September. 


It is customary, at the end of the 


year, to have a carry-over or coal re- 


serve of 20.000,000 to 30,000,000 tons. 
The outlook is that there will be lit- 
tle if any carry-over into 1923. 


Hard Coal Scarce ~ 


A shortage of anthracite coat is in- 


evitable. From the first of the year to 
the end of July, nthracite production 
totaled only 22,800.000 tons against 
a normal output of around 50,000,000 
tons. 


Coke Situation 


Despite the strike, production of 


beehive coke so far this year is a 
trifle larger than a year ago. 
July 


output of by-product coke in July was 
2,486.000 tons. This was only three 
per cent less than the average for 
1920, the year of greatest production, 


The Northwest 
As usual, the coal shortage attacks 


the northwest hardest Shipments o£ 
cargo coal up the Great Lakes 'for the 
season to July 30 compare as follows.

Keeping It Home 


One result of the coal strike may 


be to cost America its coal export 
market temporarily. The coal will be 
needed at home too much t oship it 
abroad. 


Bituminous exports last year totaled 
o\er 20.000,000 tons. 
Exports have 


fallen to about 80,000 tons a month. 
This curtailing of forem shipments 
has helped powerfully to counteract 
low coal production and exhaustion of 
stocks. 


The Kail-Key 


Coal men say that a fuel shortage 


will depend largely on the railroads' 
ability to move the coal after it is 
mined, granting a return to full-time 
mine operations. 


The mines apparently could produce 


enough coal to pull' the country 
through the winter by the skin of iw 
teeth, if the railroads could m»ve 
12.000.000 tons a week without get- 
ting congested.
